a lot split by Mrs. Stephen- 


land next to the Methodist 
church so that the lot can 
be expanded to make room 
for the condominium project 
next door. 

The third public hearing 
involves an extension of a 
tract map. 

McRea also pointed to city 
yards improvements as part 
of the council meeting for 
next week. Bids will be award¬ 
ed for the request of phase 
2 of the new city building. 
That phase includes concrete 
and pavement at the building. 

Also to be discussed is the 
building itself, the bypass 
system for the reservoir and 
the reservoir roof itself. 

McRea reported that the 
council would also discuss 
final plans for the county 
to resurface Sierra Madre 
Blvd. between Lima and 
Michillinda. 

Status reports on the Rose 
Float building which is near¬ 
ly completed and the reloca¬ 
tion of the Reclamation 
Center will also be discussed.

Drive Successful 

Last Sunday area Republicans topped their goal 
of having 8000 signatures on their petitions against 
reapportionment, and as of Monday night they 
had 8446 signatures with five days remaining for 
the drive. 

Gardner Thurman, Sierra Madre Republican 
Chairman, expects “up to 10,000 signatures’’ when 
the petitions are finally tallied because many'“peti¬ 
tions have not been turned in.’’ 

The drive ends locally this weekend so, if 
your petitons are completed or not, turn them in 
at the News office by Friday, or contact Thur¬ 
man at 355-3027. 

After Sunday all petitions must be dropped off 
at the 61st district office at 406 South First Street, 
Arcadia, by Tuesday, the deadline. 

The 61st district, representing Sierra Madre 
and area cities, has collected more signatures than 
any other district in the county of Los Angeles. 

As of Monday evening, 15 signatures were col¬ 
lected in Irwindale, 44 in Azusa, 636 in Mon¬ 
rovia, 768 in San Marino, 986 in Arcadia, 1176 
in Sierra Madre, 1455 in San Gabriel, and 2429 
in Temple City. 

A noteworthy personal effort by Joe Earl con¬ 
tributed 449 signatures to the total of 8446.

Sierra Madre resident 
Georgia Gabor lifts from her 
memory and puts into words 
experiences from her life that 
most of us would leave buried 
forever 

“My Destiny” recounts 
when she was a 14-year-old 
Jewish girl in Budapest, 
Hungary, after the city was 
over-run by Nazis in W'orld 
Warn. 

She tells how her parents 
were taken from her, how 
she escapes death by firing 
squad, starvation, and the 
misery of seeing death run 
rampant in the country that 
was once her home. 

Soon we hear with her the 
crackle of small arms fire 
coming closer and closer as 
approaching Russian troops 
force the German W ermacht 
to retreat. But, what she 
hopes to be a liberating army, 
turns out to be an occupa¬ 
tion force. 

Her struggle for survival 
begins again and she endures 
Communist propaganda and 
methods of mind control she 


deems hardly different from 
those of the Nazis. 

A year later after a futile 
wait for an opportunky-to 
emigrate to Palestine, she 
escapes to Germany where 
she meets an American social 
worker who helps her be¬ 
come a ward of the United 
Slates. 

She comes to America and 
immediately the psycholo¬ 
gical effects of her ordeal 
set in. But comfort and under¬ 
standing comes when she 
meets and falls in love with 
Franky, a boy from a Boston 
slum. 

Unfortunately, Georgia’s 
foster parents have no pa¬ 


tience for their young ward’s 
feeling and they forbid her 
from seeing him. 

But Georgia never falls 
out of love with Franky and 
for the next 30 years, while 
each raise families of their 
own, they weave in and out 
of each other’s lives. 

The account is well-written 
and though it seems many 
novels have been written 
about the Holocaust, this 
novel raises such a pitch of 
compassion and hatred, terror 
and joy, that no one could 
deny “My Destiny” is worth 
the investment of emotions 
and time.

They 
drank large mouthfuls of the 
tea during the day and the 
total dosage was almost a 
cupful. They broke up about 
a teaspoon of bark and poured 
boiling water over it. Also 
they soaked the bark for 12 
houres and used in cold water 
as a tonic. Ugh! Anyhow the 
bottle at Hartman’s is worth 
the look! 


David told me that Hart¬ 
man’s had all kinds of herbs 
that were used for medicinal 
purposes TT" alid look''wh'ere 
you have to go now to get 
such herbs . . . someday 
we will get back to some of 
the old remedies. 


Well, 1 had my carob 
pruned by the Osti’s who are 
surely the best in their field 
. . . anyhow, instead of hav¬ 
ing it stubbed, which most 
pruners do, it was thinned 
and shaped. This makes for 
less growth, and should be 
good for another three years 
as a street tree. In the mean¬ 
time we were looking at a 
lawn tree whose leaves were 
getting smaller and smaller. 
After two years of drought 
we have neglected deep water¬ 
ing of our precious trees and 
have forgotten to feed. Do 
remember that lawn water¬ 
ing doesn’t water trees.

For PCC Risser Award

Robert E. Heckman of 
Sierra Madre, assistant pro¬ 
fessor of music at Pasadena 
City College, has been select¬ 
ed the 1981 recipient of the 
$1000 J. Ray Risser Award 
presented annually to the col¬ 
lege’s most outstanding 
teacher. The announcement 
was made public at the Oct. 
1 meeting of the Board of 
Trustees. 

An instructor at PCC for 
20 years, Heckman was nom¬ 
inated for the outstanding 
teacher award by students 
who petitioned for his recog¬ 
nition. Heckman, who 
teaches piano, music theory, 
harmony, music history and 
history of music literature 
classes, received the endorse¬ 
ment of 29 students. 

Honoree Heckman is the 
swth recipient of the mone¬ 
tary award which was estab¬ 
lished in 1976 by Risser, who 
served PCC as an instructor, 
administrator and trustee 
from 1938 to 1975. 


Left “speechless” by the 
honor, Heckman said his win¬ 
ning the award had never oc¬ 
curred to him. 

“The initial shock,” he 
said, “was replaced by an ex¬ 
citement and a gratitude to 
the students who nominated 
me.” 

Lauded by students for his 
’’great inspiration,” “enthu¬ 
siasm and joy,” talent, class¬ 
room preparation, and “self¬ 
lessness and unswerving de¬ 
dication,” Heckman said 
maintaining a fresh approach 
to teaching is a simple task. 
He likens it to performing a 
piece of music repeatedly. 

“A great performer may 
repeat a piece of music for 
over 20 years, but it is never 
the same. The piece is con¬ 
sistently changing and grow¬ 
ing.

emergency: the direction of the 
emergency organization; and the co¬ 
ordination of the emergency func¬ 
tions of this city with all other pub¬ 
lic agencies, corporations, organiza¬ 
tions, and affected private persons. 

Section 2421. Definition. As used 
in this ordinance, “emergency" shall 
mean the actual or threatened 
existence of conditions of disaster 
or of extreme peril to the safety 
of persons and property within this 
city caused by such condtions as 
air pollution, fire, flood, storm, epi¬ 
demic, riot, or earthquake, or other 
conditions, including conditions re¬ 
sulting from war or imminent threat 
of war, but other than conditions 
resulting from a labor controversy, 
which conditions are or are likely to 
be beyond the control of the serv¬ 
ices, personnel, equipment, and 
facilities of this city, requiring the 
combined forces of other political 
subdivisions to combat. 

Sectiun 2422, Disaster Commission 
Membership. The Sierra Madre Dis¬ 
aster Commission is hereby created 
and shall consist of the following: 

(a) The mayor, who shall be chair¬ 

man. 

(b) The City Administrator, who 

shall be director of emergency 
services, and vice chairman. 

(c) The assistant director of emer¬ 
gency services. 

(c) Such chiefs of emergency serv¬ 
ices as arc provided for in a 
current emergency plan of this 
city, adopted pursuant to this 
ordinance. 


(e) Such representatives of civic, 
businesses, labor, veterans, 
professional, or other organi¬ 
zations having an official 
emergency responsibility, as 
may be appointed by the 
director with the advice and 
consent of the city council. 

Section 2423. Disaster Commis¬ 
sion Powers and Duties. It shall be 
the duty of the Sierra Madre Dis¬ 
aster Commission, and its hereby 
empowered, to develop and recom¬ 
mend for adoption by the city coun¬ 
cil, emergency and mutual aid plans 
and agreements and such ordinances 
and resolutions and rules and regula¬ 
tions, as are necessary to implement 
such plans and agreements. The 
Disaster Commission shall meet 
upon call of the chairman or, in his 
absence from the city or inability to 
call such meeting, upon call of the 
vice chairman. 

Section 2424. Director and Assis¬ 
tant Director of Kmergency Services. 

There is hereby created: 

(a) the office of director of emer¬ 
gency services. The City Ad¬ 
ministrator shall be the direc¬ 
tor of emergency .services. 

(b) the office of assistant director 
of emergency services, who 
shall be appointed by the di¬ 
rector. 

Section 2425. Powers and Duties 
of the Director and Assistant Direc¬ 
tor of Kmergency Services.

(a) The director 
powered to: 

(1) Request the city council to 
proclaim the existence or 
threatened existence of a 
"local emergency” if the city 
council is in session, or to 
issue such proclamation if the 
city council is not in session.

(6) In the event of the pro¬ 
clamation of a “local emer¬ 
gency” by the Governor or 
the Director of the State Of¬ 
fice of Emergency Services, or 
the existence of a “state of 
war emergency,” the director 
is hereby empowered: 

(a) To make and issue rules 

and regulations on matters 
reasonably related to the 
protection of life and 
property as affected by 
such emergency; provid¬ 
ed, however, such rules 
and regulations must be 
conformed at the earliest 
practical lime by the city 
council; 

(b) To obtain vital supplies, 
equipment, and such other 
properties found lacking 
and needed for the pro¬ 
tection of life and prop¬ 
erty and to bind the city 
for the fair value thereo! 
and, if required imme¬ 
diately, to commandeer 

the same for public use; 

(c) To require emergency serv¬ 

ices of any city officer 
or employee and, in the 
event of the proclamation 
of a “state of emer¬ 
gency” in the county in 
which the city is located 
or the existence of a 
“stale of war emergency,” 
to command the aid of 
as many citizens of this 
community as he deems 
necessary in the execution 
of his duties; such per¬ 
sons shall be entitled to 
all privileges, benefits, 
and immunities as are 
provided by state law for 
registered disaster service 
workers; 

(d) To requisition necessary 
personnel or material of 
any city department or 
agency; and 

(e) To execute all of his or¬ 

dinary power as City Ad¬ 
ministrator, all of the 
special powers conferred 
upon him by this ordi¬ 
nance, or by resolution 
or emergency plan pur¬ 
suant hereto adopted by 
the city council, all 
powers conferred upon 
him by any statute, by 
any agreement approved 
by the city council, and 
by any other lawful auth¬ 
ority. 

(b) The director of emergency 
services shall designate the 
order of succession to that 
office, to take effect in the 
event the director is unavail¬ 
able to attend meetings and 
otherwise perform his duties 
during an emergency. Such 
order of succession shall be 
approved by the city council. 

I (c) The assistant director shall. 

‘ under the supervision of the 

director and with the as¬ 
sistance of emergency service 
chiefs, develop emergency 
plans and manage the emer¬ 
gency programs of this city; 
and shall have such other 
powers and duties as may be 
assigned by the director. 

Section 2426. Emergency Organi¬ 
zation. All officers and employees 
of this city, together with those 


volunteer forces enrolled to aid them 
during an emergency, and ail groups, 
organizations, and persons who may 
by agreement or operation of law, 
including persons impressed into 
service under the provisions of Sec¬ 
tion 2425(a) (6) (c) of this ordinance, 
be charged with duties incident to 
the protection of life and property 
in this city during such e.nergency 
organization of the City of Sierra 
Madre. 

Section 2427. Emergency Plan. 
The Sierra Madre Disaster Commis¬ 
sion shall be responsible for the de¬ 
velopment of the City of Sierra 
Madre Emergency Plan, which plan 
shall provide for the effective mobili¬ 
zation of all of the resources of 
this city, both public and private, 
iu meet any condition constituting 
a local emergency, stale of emer¬ 
gency, or stale of war emergency; 
and shall provide for the organi¬ 
zation', powers and duties, services, 
and staff of the emergency organiza¬ 
tion. Such plan shall take effect upon 
adoption by resolution of the city 
council. 

Section 2428. Expenditures. Any 
expenditures made in connection with 
emergency activities, including mu¬ 
tual aid activities, shall be deemed 
conclusively to be for the direct 
protection and benefit ot the in¬ 
habitants and property of the City 
of Sierra Madre. 

Section 2429. Punishment of Vio¬ 
lations. It shall be a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine of not to ex¬ 
ceed five hundred dollars ($5(K)), 
or by imprisonment for not to ex¬ 
ceed six months, or both, for any 
person, during an emergency, to: 

(a) Willfully obstruct, hinder, or 
delay any member o( the 
emergency organization in the 
enforcement of any lawful 
rule or regulation issued pur¬ 
suant to this ordinance, or in 
the performance of any duly 
imposed upon him by virtue 
of this ordinance. 

(b) Do any act forbidden by any 
lawful rule or regulation is¬ 
sued to this ordinance, if 
such act is of such a nature 
as to give or be likely to 
give assistance to the enem> 
or to imperil the lives or 
properly of inhabiianis of 
this city, or to prevent, hinder. 
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or delay the defense or pro- 
Ictlion thereof. 

(c) Wear, carry, or display, with¬ 
out authority, any means of 
identification spexified by the 
cThcrgcncy agency of the Stale.
